She never had any other 
conversation with bim about a will, 
and the first time she knew the puper: 
offered for probate by Mr. Hardie as a 
will was when he opened it. She said 
that when Public Administrator Fieid 
called tor Susand’s papers, she did not 
know it was a will which she had, and 
so told Field she had none. 
On cross-examination by Stephen M.

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THE SUSAND WILL. 
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MIS AOCQUITTAL IN THE SAN 
PEDRO MURDER CASE. 
The Defendant Tells How He Was 
Attacked and Was Getting the 
Worst of It When He Used the 
Knife—Pearl Hinton on the Stand. 


In the Richemont murder case yes- 
terday, which has been on trial for 
three days past before Judge Shaw, 
Pearl Hinton, the courtesan about 
whom the murder took place, and 
Louis Richemont, the defendant, told 
their stories. 

Pearl Hinton is a slovenly-looking 
young woman, witha swaggering gait 
and a bard appearance, who has 
smoked cigarettes in the corridors dur- 
ing the trial. She looked just what 
she is, one of that abandoned class of 
women whose existence is always mis- 
erable and frequently criminal. She 
said that she lived with Winters, the 
murdered man, as his mistress at San 


Pedro; that he went away to San 


Francisco, and while he was gone 
she took u with Richemont, 
who had lived in the next 


house to Winters. Winters had left 
her without money and she was desti- 
tute. She said he sent her money from 
Ssn Francisco to come tohim there, but 
she was afraid of him and did not o. 
She said tbat Winters came to their 
house the night of the killing and be- 

u to quarrel with Richemont about a 


oy in the house which she had brought 
from Winters's house after he left. 


Then he struck Richemont and they 
begun to fight. She ran from the 
house and feli down the bill in a faint; 
then got up, and ran to Front street, 
telling some one, “They are killing one 
another.“ ‘Ths was about all she 
knew of the tragedy. 

Richemont told his story in a 
straightforward manner, and was not 
rattled on cross-examination. He said: 

“I was born in Canada, and have 
been four years in this country. I am a 
sailor aud knew Martin Winters in San 
Pedro. He lived in a house alongside 
of me four or five months, and then 
lived in my house two months while I 
Was away working for Mr. Sepulveda 
in Wilmington. When I came back 1 
took the house again. I had a talk 
with him about Pearl Hinton in her 
presence. I told Pearl that she ought 
to go with Martin. She had come to 


my house one night afraid of 
him. Atter he went away she 
said if he sent her money 
she would San Francisco, 


go to 

She got letters from him before he 
came back. 1 did not see Winters in 
San Pedro before the difficulty. I did 
not know it until I came home and 
Pearl told me. Then she was fright- 
ened, and we arranged to go to the 
acht, Mr. Sepulveia’s, and sele 

ere that night. Before we sterted, 
between 7 and 8 o’clock, Winters came 
to the house. Some one rapped at the 
door, and he walked in. When he 
came in Pearl and I were there. He 
said, I wantthat bed.’ I told him I 


had no bed belonging to him, but that 


there was a bed belonging to Pearl. 
and he could take it away. He said 

wanted me to replace it in his 
house. I told him 1 could not do so, 
as the house was occupied right then. 
Then he said, ‘You son of a gun,’ and 
hit me a blow in the face. He.hit me 
three or four times, and Pearl went 
out of the room. I was on the 
foot of the 


his blows 
truck me down. He struck me first 
with his fist and then pulled a revolver 
and bit me with it, cutting my cheek. 
ped it twice at me. I 
heard it snap. He was by this time 
on top of me as I lay on the bed. I 
could reach with my left hand to the 
inside 5 of the bed where I had put 
a dirk knife belonging to the yacht. I 
t hold of it and shook the scabbard 
mit. He grabbed at it and I guess 
muat have cut his hand as I pulled it 
away. He struck me again and 
I shoved the knife into him. 
I cut him before the lamp‘ went out. 
Then Charley Adams and Shorty 
came in and Adams struck me in the 
side, knocking me down, and sense- 
less. Thatis the way it happened. 
I did not strike him once before 1 
stabbed him, because I could not. He 
was too heavy for me. What they 
said about me turning him over is not 
60. I wus underneath all the time. I 
got the knife to clean it at Mr. Sepul- 
veda’s request, and it had been in the 
edge of the bed for two days. I was 
going to take it with me to the boat 
when we went that night. 

The cross-examination of the de- 
fendant did not elicit anything new. 
He stuck to his statements without 
any change. Arguments were then 
eee by counsel—by R. A. Ling and 

H. Shinn for the defense and Mr. 
Hardesty for the prosecution. Mr. 
Ling and Mr. Shinn both made strong 
pleas for the defendant, arguing ably 
and concisely for the theory of self- 
defense, and their arguments were 
heard with marked attention by the 
jury. Mr. Hardesty presented the 


case for the State in his usual forcible 


style, and the jury retired late in the 
rnonn. 
The jury went to supper, and after 
they came back it was rumored that 
their first vote resulted eight for ac- 
uittal and four fer manslaughter. 

hey did not agree, however, and at 10 
o’clock it was thought that they would 
be out all might and Sunday. At 
12 o’clock there came a rap at 
the door, which stariled the dep- 
uty in charge, and Judge Shaw 
was summoned. He came to the 
courtroom and the jury filed in. He 
asked them if they had agreed upon a 
verdict, and the foreman stated that 
they had. Richemont looked with 
much perturbation at the men who 
held bis life in their hands, and his 
features lit up with hope when the 
foreman announced that they had 
found a verdict of not guilty. 

The jury was discharged and Judge 
Shaw said to Richemont, Lou are a 
free man.“ The ‘defendant seemed 
somewhat dazed at the difference be- 
tween his situation a few hours before 
and at that moment, and said not a 
word.

Some Pertinent Facts for the Bap- 
iet Brethren. 

inasmu@eh as recent events in the 
religious world have brought into un- 
usual prominence the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist over which Rev. Dr. Pen- 
dleton presides, Tun Times has taken 
pains @scertain somewhat of its 
history. e following facts have been 
obtained from Dr. Pendleton bimself:

A MURDER MYSTERY. 


A Man and His Wife Fatally 
Shot. 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 19.—[By the A880. 
ciated Press.] There was a bloody and 
mysterious shooting affray at 124 L street 
shortly before 10 o’clock this morning. At 
that time a pistol shot was heard, and Mrs. 
Louise Belle Smith rushed from the front 
door, blood streaming from her mouth, and 
ran into a saloon on the corner. 

Officers soon arrived, and found Joe 
Smith, a hack driver, and husband of the 
wounded woman, lying in a bedroom, stone 
dead. It was known that Smith and his 
wife had had numerous difficulties, and the 
conclusion was that Smith had shot his wife 
and then committeed suicide. 

Mrs. Smith was sitting in achair in a 
saloon, her white wrapper cove th 
blood, which still trickled from a horrible 
wound beneath her left ear. She was nearly 
unconscious, but when asked who shot her, 
answered faintly: Joe shot me.“ She was 
asked if they had quarrels, and she replied: 
„He had been in there our, and 1 tried 
to get him out.” i 

At this juncture Chief Lee arrived, and 
with the assistance of officers, Mrs. Smith 
entered a vehicle and was taken tw the re- 
ceiving hospital. Attention was then turned 
to the dead man. He was lying on his back 
in the center of the — ully dressed. 
Near his left hand was a Smith Wesson 
38-caliber revolver. There was not a wound 
visible, and as his face was turning purple, 
it was thought he had taken poisnon 
shooting the woman. 


In a short time, however, two physicians | In 


arrived. Smith’s head was raised, and it 
was found that there was a ghastl bullet 
wound almost directly in the back of his 
head. This completely knocked out the 
theory of suicide, as it would have been 
almost an utter im ibility for Smith to 
have fired the fatal shot. It was plain that 
a third party had taken part in the affair. 
The identity of the third party was fixed, it 
was thought, when it was learned that 
Philip Gebhard, a German of Stockton, who 
had been a rival of Smith for Mrs. Smith’s 
affections, had arrived here a few days ago, 
and had been hanging about her domicile. 
Gebhard and Smith had bad trouble before.

The Kind of a “Franchise” James 


McLaughlin Has for the Ca 


huenga Valicy ‘“Smokéless Motor“ 


Line—Shylock and His Pound of 


Flesh. 


A brief history of the West End 
“smokeless motor“ line of railroad, 
which eventually became the Cahuenga 
Valley dummy line, may throw some 
light on the question whether a fran- 
chise should be granted to James Mc- 
Laughlin for a railroad on Diamond 
street from Belmont avenue to Alva- 
rado street. 

A FRANCHISE AND A CONTRACT. 

In December, 1886, Joseph Hyans, J. 
H. Burks and John S. Maltman, who 
were interested in the sale of real es- 
tate in what is known as the West 
End, the extension of the city along 
Temple street, and acting in behalt 
of others whose names are here- 
nafter given in connection with a 
vontract for building it, obtained from 
the City Council a franchise for a 
‘smokeless steam dummy” railroad, to 
run from the intersection of what is 
now Belmont avenue (then Texas 
street) and Second (Diamond) streets, 
along Belmont avenue north to Tem- 

ple street, west on Temple to Burtz 
street, and then diagonaliy across the 
lands of Henry Martz to Diamond, and 
west to the city limits near the Baptist 
University campus. 

January 11, 1887, in pursuance of 
this franchise, then supposed to be 
legal, ai the instance of James Mc- 
Laugblin, who outbid M. L. Wicks fer 
the right to build and own said road, 
an agreement was made between J. S. 
Maltman, George R. Shatto, W. W. 
Stilson, Dan McFariand, J. M. Davies, 
Henry Martz, Joseph Hyans, Thomas 
Kelly, G. A. Fudickar, J. H. Burks 
on one part, and McLaughlin on the 

other, to the following points: 

The men named were to maké a deed 
transferring to McLaughlin all the 
franchise and all their rights under it; 
that deed was to remain in the hands 
of Mr. Scilson (now deceased), ready to 
be given to McLaughlin when he 

built the road. The men named were 
also to make promissory notes in 
favor of McLaughlin for the sums 
hereafter named. and the notes were 
also to be put into the hands of Mr. 
Stilson for delivery at the same time 
and under the same conditions as the 
deed. The notes were to be as follows: 
J. S. Maltman and George R. Shatto 
together, 84794; W. W. Stilson, $1648; 
Dan McFarland, $1643; J. M. Davies. 
$1648: Henry Martz, 82337; Hyans, 
Kelly and Fudickar, together. $1541; J. 
H. Burks, $1246, and G. A. Fudickar, 
$154. They were payable in July, 1887. 
Mr. McLaughlin, on his part, was to 
build the road over the route covered 
by the franchise, equip and put in 
operation at his own sale and separate 
cost, to quote from the contract, in 
A FIRST-CLASS MANNER,

THE LINE DOWN THE VALLEY. 

McLaughlin built the road. While 
it was building, and when near the 
Baptist University, in company with 
Messrs. Shatto and Maltman one day 
to select a route from the west city 
limits to the campus, McLaughlin ex- 
pressed a desire to run a line of road 
down the Cahuenga Valley. About 
half a mile of tiie route would lie over 
lands owned by Shatto and Maltman, 
and they gave him the right of way 
free, saying that they would be glad to 
do so on condition that he would carry 
out faithfully his contract to go to the 
college. No writings were passed in 
the matter. 

BREAKING HIS CONTRACT. 
While the road was building, Mr.

Laughiin for the completion of the 
road, he addressed a note to Mr. Malt- 


man, notifying him pleasantly that the 


road was running, and asking for his 
notes, Second-street-cable stuck and 
franchise, as I am somewhat in need 


of money. 


Mr. McLaughlin was told that it was 
e impossible then for Mr. 

tilson to view the road aud determine 
whether the work had been doné ac- 
cording to contract, and to waita 
‘little until it could be seen whether he 
would be able, and what must be done. 
On the 7th McLaughlin made a formal 
demand on W. W. Stilson, John 8. 
Maltman and others,“ and on June 
9th he sent the following notice: 

“To W. . Stilson, Trustee. and Others 


E Sins: You are nereby notified that un- 


less all notesand documents now held in 
trust by you for and deliverable to me 
under our contract recorded in book 186 ot 
eeds, page 385, records of Los Angeles 
county, be delivered tome by 6 u’clock this 
afternoon at my office, corner of Second 


and Figueroa streets, I shall claim your 


tlefauit and breach of contract, and shall 
act accordingly. Yours truly, 
“JAMES MCLAUGHLIN.” 

Urged by these peremptory demands, 
Mr. Maltman called on Mr. Stilson and 
asked him to deliver over the papers to 
McLaughlin. Mr. Stilson suid that, as 
trustee, he would not dare to unless he 
could know that the contract had been 
fulfilled or the parties of the first part, 
Mr. Maltman and others, wo

McLaughlin’s bond and cable 
. ose were very busy days in 
Los Angeles about then; the “boom” 
was on, and it was June 24:h before 
r. Maitman and others were able to 
Present bim with such a request, so 
signed. Then. however, they did 80. 
r. Stilson surrendered the papers to 
them, and on June 24th Messrs. Malt- 
man, Shatto and Hyans called on Mo- 
Laughlin at bis office in the cable road 
engine-house, and tendered him the 
notes. franchise deed, etc. . McLaugh- 
lin refüsed to accept them. In con- 
versation (minute of which was made 
by Mr. Mal man immedfately after) 
he is alleged to have said, in substance, 
he could not accept the papers now, a% 
he had sold an interest in tue West End 
Railroad; he had suffered damages 
in the sum of $25,000 in not getting 
these notes when he demanded them; 
he needed money; could have got it if 
he had received the notes. Later in the 
game conversation he said he had all 
the money he wanted; it was a mistake 
to suppose he wanted money; being 
reminded that the notes were not due 
until July 11th following, said he could 
have raised money on them; was ab- 
solved from all obligation to run road 
as agreed by not getting notes on de- 
mand; he proposed to run the road as 
he pleased, keep the right of way, and 
claim the franchise, as he had an 
agreement for it; Jawyers advised him 
he was at liberty to do this; he had 
made too close a contract; bound him- 
self to run the road 20 trips a day, at 
5-cent fare from Spring street to cam- 
pus. which would not pay; that he 
new this when he went into the deal; 
that it would pay him better to not 
take the notes, and to run the road to 
suit himself; admitted he had said, 
even before he had made a demand for 
the notes, that be had just as soon they 
would not be paid; if he accepted them 
he would be bound to run the road, 
and would be held on his bond, which 
he did not want; not giving him the 
notes on demand gave him a chance to 
cinch us, and he took advantage of it; 
that we were not thinking of this and 
he was; being urged by Hyans to say 
if this delay of a few days to get the 
pers was sufficient cause for declar- 
ng the argument off, he said it was; 
he wanted his pound of flesh;“ to 
which Hyans remarked that Shylock 
ot left on a similar deal. McLaugh- 
in said it would be better for him to 
refuse the notes and run the road to 
suit himself; however, be declared the 
contract off because he didn’t get his 
notes; he suggested a new contract, 
allowing him to run less trips and 
charge more fare, but Messrs. Maltman 
and Shatto repiied:. “If you won't 
keep one contract, how shall we expect 
you to keep another one.“ Being re- 
minded that be had been given ver- 
bally the right of way through lands of 
Shatto and Maltman for this Cahuenga 
Valley railway as now built on tue 
strength of carrying out the ment 
of a road to the college, and that he 
would be expected to abandon one if 
he did not carry out the contract for 
the other, he said he proposed to keep 
both rights-of-way and all he had, just 
the same. 

Suit was then brought by Messrs. 
Shatto, Hyans, and others, to compe! 
the performance of contract. It was 
never tried on its merits. McLaughlin 
responded to the complaint by demur- 
rer, in which he set up that he could 


not be compelled te the performance 


of a contract under the franchise be- 
cause the itranch:se—which he was to 
have received but which he never did 
receive, nor an 

that he could 


der a void franchise. 
before whom tile ge one was, held that 
the point was wel 

chise, proved McLaughlin himself 
to be void,and which he never re- 
ceived nor any title to it, is the one 
which he lately pretended to turn over 
to the City Council as purchase 
money for the right of an extension of 
the Second-street cable road, and 
which he now prays the City Council to 
return to him. Great is prayer. Alter 
Judge Hutton’s decision, a document 
dated January 28, 1888, was prepared 
and signed by Hyans, Shaito, etc., 
and by McLaughlin, in which Me- 
Laughlin, over his own signature, di- 
rects Trustee Stilson to return to 
Hyans and others the franchise deed, 
tuus ig by him. 
and the deed, being returned, was torn 
into pieces and no longer exists. 

IN A TIGHT PLACE. 

Messrs. Suatto and Maltman, who, 
while the railroad was building, had 
planned a very large deal in lands of 
theirs near the University, were much 
disturbed by the course of McLaugh- 
lin. They had platied 125 acres to be 
suld in blocks, and had given choice of 
blocks to purchasers, and bad received 
deposits of money on purchases. If 
the contract for the motor or dummy 
line was not carried out substantially, 
the failure would occasion great loss 
te them. They. and others, going to 
him, plead with him as a man to carry 
out his contract, but he retused: and 
at one time, alter he had built his line 
down the valley and a spur to the col- 
lege, he said to Mr. Maltman that he 
knew the state Maltman and Shatto 
were in. They even offered to pay 
their notes in advunce, but McLaugh- 


proposed to run the road as he d—d 
leased, and if they did not come down 
andsomely he would tear up his track 

to the University and “bust up their 

land sale.“ Shatto and Maitman had 

“millions for defense, but not a cent 

for tribute,“ and Mr. Laughlin tore up 

the track to the University. 

He did make the required 20 trips a 
day, and he did not make his time 
table so as to uccommodate the Uni- 
versity students, and he charged two 
fares. At one time the University 
authorities requested him to start bis 
trains a few minutes earlier to accom- 
modate the students. He responded 
graciously, and started his trains an 
hour later. 

Instances of such conduct on his 
part are irnumerable. Not one-quar- 
ter of the erratic acts. which have 


marked Mr. MeLaughlin's con- 
duct durin the whole history 
of the est End “dummy” 


line has here been told or even hinted 
at; and this is the man who has of late 
applied almost weekly for some new 
franchise for the Cahuenga Valley 
Railroad or the Second-street cable 
line, and who is now asking (for a fran- 
chise to build some kind of a car line 
on Diamond street from Belmont ave- 
nue to Alvarado street, at the same 
time publicly stating that he bas no 
intent on ot building such line, or ex- 
tension, and that be asks for the fran- 
chise only for the purpose of protect- 
ing that which he now bas, and which 
is itself temporarily idle if not perma- 
neutly detunct.

THEIR PARADE,IN THE STREETS 
or WASHINGTON. 


A Striking Column of March—The 
Reception by Mrs. John A. Lo- 
gan—A Brilliant Sceone—Office- 
seeking Then and Now. 


WasuHINGTON, Oct. 11.—[From our 
Regular Correspongent.}] Rejuvenated 
Pennsylvania avenue fully sustained 
its reputation, Tuesday, as the model 
national parade ground. Its broad, 
smooth surface, the vista effects of the 
Capitol and Treasury, and the gay 
decorations of the line of march gave 
to the street, whose surface has been 
trodden by so many of the Republic's 
great, the features which attract the 
marching column. The paraders were 
worthy of the parade ground. No 
finer representative body of Americans 
has ever been collected in the National 
city. The picture presented by the 
20,000 armed and uniformed Knights as 
they marched to stirring music and 
performed the picturesque evolutions 
oi their drill, exhilarated by the air 
and sunlight of an almost perfect 
autumn day, will long be remembered. 

There is no city in the United States, 
it may safely said, where the 
Knights Templar would have met with 
a heartier welcome than has been ex- 
tended to them in Washington. There 
is none where so rare a combivation of 
amusement and profit could have been 
crowded into the brief period of the 
conclave. The home of the Govern- 
ment, that counts the Knights among 
its most loyal citizens, is a place which 
none them ought to miss seeing. 
Here they find the machinery of a 
great nation at work, moving more 
smoothly and peacefully than the petty 
wheels of many a town Council. In 
the laying out of the streets, in their 
general condition, in the tasteful archi- 
tecture that adorns them, in the broad 
lawns and generous foliage, they see 
the making of a model city—of one 
which will undoubtedly be, in time, 
tne handsomest on theglobe. Every 
man of them will go bome with a 
prouder feeling and a warmer glow of 
patriotism in his breast for the con- 
sciousness that he, as acitizen of the 
United States, is a co-proprietor of this 
beautiful capital. 

Foremost among the brilliant enter- 
tainments given in honor of the 
strancers within our gates was the 
reception tendered the Knights and 
their ladies by Mrs. Gen. Louan at her 
home, Calumet Place,“ last evening. 
The fine old mansion, in the midst of 
the extensive grounds on Cvlumbia 
Heights, never before presented 80 

ala-like an appearance. Fluttering 
ines of bright pennants extended from 
each four corners of the roof to 
divergent angles of the landing, and 
the outer walls of the building were 
festooned and draped with flags and 
bunting until little of the original 
brickwork was visible. The mansion 
was completely transformed into a 
huge marquee standing in the midst of 
surroundings resembling a grand mili- 
tary display, while the presence of 
huudreds ot plumed Knights, in glisten- 
ing uniforms and clyuking swords, 
lent a double reality to the scene. 
The entire suite of apartments on 
the first floor, opening into the 
beautiful memorial hall, so sucred a 


dead warrior, were cleared of all ob- 
structing articles of furniture and left 
free tor ests to wander at leisure 
in the contemplation of the numerous 
interesting and historic records e 
lected and won during a life of active 
political and inilitary bonor, and treas- 
ured by his widow with devoted, wife- 
like love and reverence for the mem- 
ory of the dead. It was estimated by 
Mrs. Logan that she received between 
12.000 and 14,000 people duriny the 
evening. The crowd -was only ex- 
ceeded by the reception at.the White 
House the evening before, the line of 
callers extending many hundred feet 
from the house, additions being made 
to the procéssion by additional com- 
manderies arriving as fast as the press- 
ure was relieved by the visitors pass- 
ing through the house and going 
home. 

When the members of the House of 
Representatives arrived in 1 
tor the opening of the Thirty-third 
Congress, which occurred on Monday, 
December 5, 1853, they found a press- 
ure for the several offices within the 
gift of the House compared with which 
the struggles for these places in this 
era are feeble indeed. Here is the 
method of that epoch, as we find it re- 
corded in the New York Herald’s 
Washington correspondence, published 
in the issue of November 30, 1853: 

“The latest style of boring members has 
been adopted by the legion seeking position 
under the Clerk, Sergeant-at-arms and 
Doorkeeper. Mostof the applicants have 
had cards printed, stating in displayed lines 
their names, the office they are after, and, 
appropriately in small type, their peculiar 
claims. These they thrust into the hands 
of members the — they arrive, and 
upon this introd proceed with the 
boring process.” 

It is evident that there has been 
mothing added at the Capitol to the 
pressure for place during this period 
of th rty-six years. Possibly the open- 
ing of the next Congress may revive 
old methods or produce some entirely 
new devices. R.

STATUS A MATTER OF 


JUDICIAL INQUIRY, 


Edelman’s Attorneys Trying to Show 
That People Were Present in 
the Jury-room Who Should Not 
Have Been There, viz., the Mem- 

vers from Orange County. 


Yesterday morning there began be- 
fore Judge Wade, Department No. 3 of 
the Superior Court, a hearing that is 
unique in its way, and touches ques- 
tions which have been touched upon 
very seldom in the courts. It isa 
hearing upon the motion of the coun- 
sel of Henry W. Edelman, indicted for 
forgery by the Grand Jury, to set aside 
the indictments. The basis for this 
motion is that the Grand Jury is not 

a legal body, four of its members being 
renidents of the new county of Orange, 
which has been formed from Los An- 
geles county. At the time the Grand 


Jury was appointed, the new county 


had not been formed. 

Edelman was Deputy County Clerk 
and clerk of Judge Cheney’s depart- 
ment of the Superior Court, and thé 


gndictments against him, numbering 


28, cover several alleged falsifications 
of the record of jurors’ and witnesses’ 
fees, it being claimed that Edelman 
took the money due to absent and ex- 
cused jurors and witnesses, doctoring 
the ks for that purpose. 
have been transferred to 
Judge Wade’s department, and the 
Grand Jury was cited to appear before 
him yesterday to submit to an exam- 
ination into the legality of the body. 
‘When the case was first called, in the 
morning, an adjournment was taken 
until the afternoon. At 2 o’clock the 
members of the Grand Jury filed in 
and took seats, while S. M. White, 
Henry T. Gage and Mr. Holton, coun- 
sel for Edelman, took seats at their 
table. The State was 1 1 by 
District Attorney Frank P. Kelly and 
Assistant District Attorney McComas. 

The first witness put on the stand 
was George C. Knox, secretary of the 
Grand Jury. and a fight began, which 
lasted for over an hour, in the attempt 
to have the witness produce the min- 
utes of the Grand Jury, to settle the 
date of the finding of the first indict- 
ment, No. 575, and the names of those 
present when it was found. 

Mr. Knox was asked if he had any 
documents or papers which had been 
used by the Grand Jury in the investi- 

ation of the charges against Edelman. 

e replied that he had not brought 
any of the documents or records of the 
Grand Jury ‘to the courtroom; that 
they are in charge of the Sheriff. 

Mr. Gage then said that, it appear- 
ing that the secretary has not brought 
the records of the Grand Jury as re- 

uired in the order of Court, the de- 

endant is taken by surprise. He 
therefore asked for a continuance. He 
stated that he expects to show by the 
records that the facts set forth in the 
affidavit by Mr. Edelman are true, and 
that there were persons present when 
the indictment was found not entitled 
to be present. 5 

Mr. Kelly: The question as to who 
was present can be asked of the secre-

The Court denied the motion fora 
continuance, and Mr. Gage then pro- 
ceeded to question the witness as to 
the date when indictment No. 575 was 
found.

Upon being asked whether he had any 
data from which he could tell, he re- 
plied that he does not know the indict- 
ment by No. 575, but that there are 
facts and data as to when it was found. 

Mr. Gage: We assert that this indict- 
ment was not indorsed, found ina 
— manner or filed as required by 
aw. 

Mr. Knox: The number was put on 
after it left the hands of the Grand 
Jury. I do not know about it by the 
number; but if I do not —— my 
oath, I know a great deal about it by 
its contents. 

Mr. Gage: Who was present when it 
was found? 

Mr. Knox: Iam compelled to refer 
to the minutes to tell that. 

The District Attorney objected to 
all these questions, claiming that they 
referred to the secrets of the Grand 
Jury, which are forbidden by law to 
be exposed. The Court held that it 
Was proper to ascertain when the in- 
dictment was found and who was pres- 
ent, although the records should not 
be inspected except by the members of 
the Grand Jury. ‘The Sheriff was 
therefore directed to go after the 
Grand Jury box. When it was pro- 
duced Mr. Knox went through the 
papers, keeping them over by himeelf, 
away from the gaze of outsiders. He 
found a pay-roll of July 23d, and from 
it answered the questions propounded, 
stating that the date of the indictment 
was July 23d, and the names of those 
present on that occasion were: Fore- 
man W. C. Furrey, W. Chippendale, 
John Milner, E. Roth, O. P. Chubb, A.

He was then asked whether or not 
that was the only date on which the 
case was discussed. He replied that 
it was not, and went carefully over his

man matter was considered. He found 
several dates, among them being June 
17th, 18th, 19th, 27th and August 22d 
and 23d. He was then asked as to 
which of the members were present, 
and this involved another long search 
into the records. 

The point which counsel makes is 
that Messrs. O. P. Chubb, W. L. 
Brown and Joseph Beach, who 
were present when the indictment 
was found are residents of Orange 


county, and that they were also pres- 

ent when the matter was discussed. 
The examination had not reached 
much beyond the point spoken of when 
court adjourned for the day. Before 
adjournment a discussion arose about 
excusing all members except Mr. Knox 
and Foreman Furrey, and it was 
finally decided to excuse them until 
two weeks from yesterday. The indi- 
cations are that the case will occupy 
a great deal of time before the mem- 
bers of the Grand Jury are all reached. 
There are no stipulations in the case 
as yet, and each member will probably 
be examined before the matter is finally 
submitted. 

The Grand Jury held two sessions 

terday, but the subject of its de- 
fiberations will not be made public 
until some time next week. 

The probability is that the indict- 
ments against Edelman last presented 
will hold, for the reason that they were

IN HISTORY. 


GAR DARLING was the daughter 
of William Darling, keeper of the 
lighthouse on the Longstone, one of 
the Farne Islands, or rather rocks. o 
the northeast coast of England, and 
was born in November, 1815. These 
rocks are very precipitous, and inhab- 
ited by little besides seafowl. The 
spot is so dangerous to passing ships 
that a lighthouse has long been main- 
tained there. Though Grace Darling 
saw very little of society, her parents 
managed to give her a fair education 
for a girlin her station. Sue was of a 
retiring and reserved disposition, and 
of a fair complexion and comely coun- 
tenance,with nothing masculine in her 
appearance. Ou September 6, 1838, 


the steamship Forfarsulire, with 60 per- 


sons on board, on her way from Hull to 
Dundee, approached the lighthouse. A 
slight leak, patched up before her de- 
parture, became so bad that when she 
passed between the Farne Islands 
and the mainland at 6 o’ciock 
in the evening of the Sth, her 
engine fires were put out by the waves. 
At 4 o’clock on the morning of the 6:h, 
she struck bows foremost, on a pre- 
cipitous part of one of the islands. 
Some of the crew and one of the 
passengers had left the ship in a boat, 
and two other passengers had been 
drowned in trying to — intoit. A 
heavy wave struck the vessel on the

quarter and raising it from the rock, 


jet it down again with such violence as | 


to cut it amidships. Part was left on | 
the rock and part carried away in the 
current. Grace Darling perceived their 
pligut from the lighthouse, and per- 
suuded her father to go with her in a 
boat to their relief. Nine survivors 
were found, and taken back in the boat 
to the lighthouse. For this deed Grace 
Darling’s name became known every- 
where, and she received attention from 
all quarters. A purse of £700 was pre- 
sented to her by subscription. Noth- 
ing could tempt her, however, to leave 
the lighthouse, where she remained 
with her father till her death from 
consumption, October 20. 1842. Before 
and aiter her death; memoirs, tales 
and poems were published in her 
honor. One biographer managed to 
fil 480 octavo pages with an account 
of ber lite and the shipwreck. 

CHARLES VI., Emperor of Germany, 
died October 20, 1740. His only child 
was a daughter, the celebrated Maria 
Jheresa, ior whom he had labored to 
procure the succession to his Aus- 
trian dominions, notwithstanding the 
Salic law, which excluded females 
from the crown. With this object, he 
had procured the consent of other 
sovereigns to the so-called pragmatic 
sanction, and, as a result of his efforts, 
Maria Theresa came to the throne 
upon the decease of Charles VI. No 
sooner had she done so, however, than 
Frederick II.. King of Prussia, seized 
Silesia, and two wars—that of 1741-48, 
und that of 1756-63—failed to wrest 
the province from his iron grasp, and 
Silesia has remained Prussian to the 
present day. 

STANILAS LESZOZYNSKI, King of Po- 
land, was born October 20, 1677, and 
was the son of the Grand Treasurer of 
Poland. He was elected to the throne 
of Poland through the influence of 
Charles XII. of 
compelled to abdicate after the battle 
of Poltaxa in 1709; was recalled in 
1738, but was at last compelled by 
Austria and Russia to resign his 
crown, after which he was invested 
with the Duchies of Bar and Lorraine. 
He died in 1776. The most important 
incident in his later career was the 
marriage of bis daughter, Mary 

yuski, to Louis XV. of France 
in 1726. At that time the country 
places in France were suffering un- 
paralleled misery. It was just the 
time when everybody was thinking of 
harvests and in gatherings of all sorts 
of things, which it had not been possi- 
ble to get in for the continual rains; 
the poor farmer was waiching for a 


dry moment to get them in. Mean-|- 


while, all the district was beaten with 
many a scourge. The peasants had 
been sent off to prepare the roads by 
which the Queen wus to pass, and ‘they 
were only the worse for it, insomuch 
thut Her Majesty was often within a 
thought of drowning; they pulled her 
from the carriage by the strong arm as 
best they might. In several stopping 
places she and her suite were swim- 
ming in water which spread every- 
where, and that in spiteof the un- 
paralleled pains that had been taken 
by a tyrannical ministry. 

CHARLES VI. succeeded his father, 
Charles V., as King of France in 1380. 
and died October 20, 1422. Between 
1346 and 1360 the English under Ed- 
ward III. overran France, but Charles 
V. expelled them from the kingdom. 
Under Charles VI. France again sank 
into the slough of despond, and the 
English once more devastated the 
country. It was reserved for Joan of 
Are and Charles VII. to finally drive 


T. | out the invader and redeem the soil of 


France forever from the foreign yoke. 

LORD PALMERSTON, the celebrated 
Engiish statesman and Prime Minis- 
ter, was born October 20, 1784, and 
died October 18, 1865. He represented 
Tiverton in Parliament for the last 30 
years of his lite.

WHERE ROSY MORN STANDS 
TIPTOE. 


Mt. Wilson—The New Toll Road 
The Cog Road to Come — The 
Highiand Park—Hotel Projects— 
Above the Clouds. 


The statement made by Tun Tres 
that Pasadena people could take a sea 
bath, pick oranges and strawberries 
and enjoy the delights of tobogganing 
all in one day, has attracted no little 
attention, and tells the story of our re- 
markable climate in a striking and 
forcible manner. This is accomplished 
in the following manner in February: 
Go to Santa Monica over night, in- 
dulge in an early bath in the Pacific in 
water as warm as yuu find it in New- 
port in July; take the 10 a.m. train for 
Pasadena, pies your oranges, straw- 
berries and flowers at noon, and by 
4, or earlier, you are 6000 feet above 
the level of the sea on Mt. Wilson and 
in the snow banks. If this can be 
done anywhere else in the United 
States within 15 miles of a city of 
75,000 inhabitants, the ple of Los 
Angeles county want to know it. 

Atarecent dinner at the Painter 
Hotel, given by the citizens, Looking 
Forward’’ was the question of the 
hour, and in this vein we may glance 
at a point of interest, not only to Pasa- 
denians, but every citizen of Soutbern 
California, namely, Wilson’s Peak, the 
site of the great telescope that is soon 
to grace the summit. Mt. Wilson rises 
to an altitude of about 6000 feet, 
directiy back of Pasadena, and is one 
of the choicest spots in the range. 
Years Don Benito Wilson cuta 
trailtothe summit, at an expense of 
$6000, but be was not the first to arrive 
there.. In digging the men found the 
remains of two houses, which had been 
builtin *‘white-man” fasbion; yet the 
oldest Indian or white inhabitant 
knows nothing about them. As time 
wore on more people ascended Wilson's 
trail, and finally last year it was pro- 
posed by a friend of the University of 
Southern California, Mr. Spence, to 
place the largest telescope in the 
world on the summit of the peak. The 
progress in the matter is well known; 
the present condition being that the 

rospects are the best. e big disc 
8 now on exhibition at the Paris Kx- 
position. Prof. Pickering placed a 24- 


inch glass on the peak last winter—a 


feat engineered by Judge Ea- 
ton, and the result has been 
to prove that the conditions 


are remarkably favorable for astro- 
nomical pur ; 80 much so that the 
experimental glass, instead of being 
taken to South America, has been left 
upon the peak, where it has been the 
center of attraction as the advauce 
guard—the nucleus of one of the great- 
est astronomical movements of the age. 
People found the climatic conditions so 
fine here that they soon made the sum- 
mit a favorite resort. This necessitated 
a hotel, and Mr. Peter Steil put up a 
number of tents, and the Hotel de Steil 
became a fixed fact, many people mak- 
ey ascent every week.

I 
am not greatly mistaken, the idea 
of this road was deliberate! 
stolen from ths Mt. Washingten road, 
the masterpiece of Sylvestre Marsh. 
As the Mt. Wilson road will be mod- 
eled after this to some extent, some 
facts relating to it may be of interest. 
The Mt. Washington road is a stock 
company, its capital stock being 
$129.000. It cost, the track, rolling- 
stock, stations, etc., about $140,000. 
It has carried over 137.000 persons u 
to date, and has never had an acci- 
dent. The fare up and back. at the last 
visit of the writer to the White Moun- 
tains, was $5; so it has taken in so far 
about half a million dollars, to which 
should be added the profits of the 
hotel on the summit, and, as the ex- 
penses are comparatively small, it 
would seem to be a paying invest ment. 

The conception of the railroad is due 
to Sylvestre Marsh of Littleton, N. H. 
He was called Crazy Marsh’’ for 
many years when he was talking the 
thing up, and was looked upon asa 
visionary crank. 

In 1 he exhibited a model of the 
line to the State Legislature, and asked 
for a charter to buiid the road up Mts. 
Washington and Lafayette. 

He received it, and one of the mem- 
bers suggested that an amendment be 
added granting Marsh the privilege of 
pushing the road through to the moon; 


we want further enactments.’’ This 
was suggestive of the faith the ple 
had inthe matter. But Marsh was 


deterred, as in 1865 the turnpike to the 
foot of the mountain was completed, 
and the construction of the road be- 
gan in May of that year. One-quarter 
of a mile was built in 1866, three- 
quarters in 1867, one mile in 1868, the 
work being completed in 1869, at the 
cost 1 iven.

Their application 
is so perfect that a platform or passen- 
ger car may be detached from the en- 
gine and lowered by itself, being com- 
letely under control of the brakeman.

Fig trees cannot be grown success- 
ful'y in any State in the Union except 
California und within a very limited 
area in Arizona. This naturally tends 
to make them high priced. Figs grow 
vigorously in nearly all portions of the 
State, but especially so in the therma) 
belts of the interior valleys. Yet most 
of the figs consumed in the United 
States are grown in Euro The fact 
that superior figs can grown in 
California has been abundantly dem- 
onstrated. The principal difficulty 
seems to that no intelligent 
attempt to pack them on a large 
scale has ever been made. A great 
many tig trees have been planted in 
Fresno county, most of them being of 
the best varieties. Any variety can be 
sold, however, and at a good price, if 
they are properly prepared. There is 
no good reason why the fig industry 
should not become even more promi- 
nent than the raisin industry. The 
trees must receive better care, how- 
ever, and our fruit-packers must be 
prepared to handle figs.

A JOURNEY FROM LOS ANGE. 
LES TO ALASKA. 


Tongass— 10 Rains Eight Days in a 
Week —A Shipwreck—Loring— 
Thick Woods—A Top-heavy Edi- 
torial Statistician—Cutting Kate 
Field's Figures—The Cascades. 


On BOARD STEAMER GEORGE W. EL- 
DER, (Pacific Ocean,) Oct. 1889.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of Tne TIXXs.] 
Metlahkatla, whose story was told 
in my last letter, is about three miles 
from Fort Simpson, the last inhabited 
point on the British Columbia shore. 
Tongass is the first point at which we 
touch on Alaskan soil, and we passed 
it at midnight. It was what sailors 
thick weather” when we awoke 
next morning, and the dim outlines of 
the hills on either side were hardly 
discerpible through the pouring rain. 
The rain in Alaska has in some re- 
spects the same character as in Cali- 
fornia. It comes without wihd, thun- 
der or lightning, enveloping every- 
thing like a thick, gray blanket, and 
keeps it up day after day in a noiseless, 
persistent, business-like manner, very 
2 to the spirits. There is 
this difference, however, that while, 
in our favored clime, the rainy days 
are exceptional, and welcome from

The 
Ancon struck on a rock at 4 o’clock in 
the — of the 28th of August, as 
7 were leaving the harbor in rain 
and darkness, and broke in two; but, 
fortunately, was so far up on the 
rock as not to float off,in which case 
she must have parted and sunk, and 
there would, undoubtedly, have been 
great loss of life. Had it happened 
along some of the“ inhospitable, unin- 
habited shores we had traversed,where 
the people could have found no shelter 
from the rain, they must have suf- 
fered untold miseries in the four days 
that elapsed before we reached 
them. All things considered it 
was a most fortunate’ shipwreck. 
The passengers were ail taken off 
without panic, all baggage saved, and 
with ding from the wreck they 
were quartered in acrowded and un- 
comfortable fashion in the buildings 
on shore. They were 600 miles from 
the nearest telegraph station, it rained 
continuously, the mud was bottomless, 
they could only be served with two 
meals a day, and those with great diffi- 
culty; buta feeling of gratitude that 
it was no worse pervaded the crowd, 
and they waitea with all the cheertul- 
ness possible the arrival of the Elder, 
their only hope of rescue. When the 
cannon and the whistle announeed our 
arrival the reverberating echoes; which 
are particularly fine at this point, were 
mingled with cheers and shouts of 
welcome such as surely had never be- 
fore disturbed these solitudes.

It is neediess to say 
there are no roads along the Alaskan 
shores; the smooth waterways and the 
slender canoe or the while-winged sail- 
boats answer for steeds and highway. 
We had as a fellow-passenger the 
editor of the Lumber and Trade 
Journal of Chicago. Whenever oppor- 
tunity offered along the route he was 
lumber resources of 
the region. e was brim full of sta- 
tistics, and if his opinion, based on 25 
years of practical experience, is worth 
anything, it will hardly do to depend, 
as has been predicted that we should 
do, on Alaska for our future supplies 
of lumber, Some gentlemen from the 
lumber regions of Wisconsin coincided 
with him in opinion. There is no lack 
of quantity, but the quality is not what 
is desired. The trees branch very near 
the ground; much of the timber is 
scrubby, and although there is much 
of g size, it is knotty and unfit for 
finishing lumber, though much 
dimension timber could be obtained. 
The Timber Inspector of the Territory 
was also on board the Elder, and 
assured us that the timber of the in- 
terior is of much better quality. If 
this is so the mountainous nature of 
the country and the difficulty of 
getting it to tidewater are such as 
to preclude the development of the 
forest industries in Alaska until 
those more accessible are er- 
hausted. Our Chicago friend ridi- 
culed a statement by Kate Field in 
an article published in the North 
American Review, in which she 
claimed that Alaska was to be the 
future lumber supply of the Nation, 
basing the statement on the assertion 
that the Territory would yield, at a 
minimum estimate, 53,000,000 feet an- 
nually, As he had the figures to show 
that Chicago alone consumes 200,000,- 
000 feet of lumber annually, the ab- 
surdity of Miss Field’s figures is quite

Alaska, the long line of the Cascades 
and four giant snow-capped peaks 
were plainly visible. The evening was 
like a dream of beauty; the sun set in 
a goid and crimson glow over the 
western islands; the long lines of yel- 
low cliffs and the distant mountains 
were glorified against their setting of 
purple forest; the Straits of Fuca were 
a smooth, far-reaching opaline sea of 
pearl and blue and faintest rose-color 
changing and shimmering in the wan- 
ing light; and when, with the red glow 
yet lingering in the west yu pale moon 
came up over the silvery water, while 
a distant forest fire sent its long lines 
of reflected flames dancing up and 
down in the waveless depths, as though 
keeping time to the quaver of the 
Captain’s violin, we felt that these few 
hours alone compensated for all the 
long backward journey anddelay, and 
that the Ancon had been wrecked for 
our personal benefit. 

Friday we revisited the wreck at 
Loring, carrying instructions to the 
crew who had been left in charge to 
take out the cargo when the tide would 
admit of working, and then to dis- 
mantie the vessel as much as possible, 
after which she is to beleft to go to 
piecés at the will of wind and weather.
